The Senator will 
retire from the Senate March 4, when 
he will be aaeeeeded by Judge Payn- 
ter. His plan was to go to Versailles, 
to take up the Canal Commission at

as soon as it is made. 
The Senator has been in public ser- 
vice, that is, in the State Legislature 
and in Congress for thirty years. 
The business of his life has been poli- 
tics and law, and he, therefore, docs 
not protoad to be an otpert Taoal 
digger or ongioeering. Hut th( ab- 
sence of technieal knowledge will not 
daunt him. 

The decision of the President to 
nominate him a Canal ComniissinDcr 
is due to the activity of the Senator's 
colleagues.
